/ite  our  readers  to  submit  any  questions  or  problems  relating  to  U.  S., 
!rican  or  Canadian  Coins,  Medals,  Tokens,  Literature,  etc.,  including 
^estrikes  and  similar  material.  The  questions  of  most  general  interest 
swered  in  detail  here;  others  will  receive  written  replies  on  receipt  of 
self-addressed  envelope. 

In  my  collection  ore  several  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey 
that  were  overstruck  on  other  coins.  I also  have  half  cents 
and  1797  that  seem  to  have  been  overstruck  on  Talbot, 
Lee  tokens.  What  was  the  occasion  for  these  overstrikes  and 
they  made?  P.S.,  Denver,  Colo. 

The  half  cents  of  1795  (Gilbert  5,  the  common  type  with- 
mode  in  March  1796)  and  1797  often  come  struck  over 
Hum  & Lee  tokens  of  1794-95.  These  tokens  were  ordered 
w York  firm  of  that  name  from  Birmingham,  England,  then 
g copper  coin  manufacturing  center  of  the  world,  since  the 
'■put  in  the  first  few  years  was  hardly  enough  to  satisfy  the 
circulation.  In  1796-97  many  thousands  of  them  found 
to  the  Mint  as  part  of  its  perpetual  heroic  effort  to  obtain 
er.  Instead  of  melting  them  down,  to  save  time  and  cost. 
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the  Mint  simply  cut  planchets  of  proper  size  from  them  and  fed 
plonchets  into  the  half  cent  press.  Occasionally  spoiled  or  mis. 
cents  would  be  rolled  down  to  something  like  proper  half  cent  | 
ness  and  given  the  same  treatment.  The  story  of  the  overf 
Coloniols  is  a little  more  complex.  (1)  After  August  1,  1787, 
to  the  going  into  effect  of  the  New  York  state  legislature's  A 
April  20,  1787,  all  lightweight  copper  coins  (those  weighing  [ 
1/3  oz.  avoir.,  or  145.8  grains)  became  uncurrent  and  subjti 
forfeiture.  This  hod  the  effect  of  driving  the  NOVA  CONSTELL, 
coppers  out  of  circulation  in  that  state.  They  were  bought  n 
private  parties — probably  Messrs.  Machin,  Atlee  & Co.  of  "Mai 
Mills,"  the  so-called  "hardware  manufactory"  or  private  mintlj 
Newburgh,  N.  Y. — and  many  of  them  went  to  the  Rupert  (Vern 
mint.  Since  the  Vermont  cents  were  only  required  to  weigh  111 
apiece,  and  NOVA  CONSTELLATIO  coppers  were  usually  hej 
many  of  them  were  fed  directly  into  the  presses.  The  varieties 
12  and  32  always  come  overstruck  on  these  tokens,  and 
varieties  are  reported  to  occur  so.  (2)  Several  of  the  1788  Con  i 
cuts — notably  those  with  Miller  obverses  3,  4^,  4^,  5,  10,  12- — 
almost  always  similarly  overstruck.  We  know  on  other  ground; 
these  were  not  made  in  Connecticut  but  at  Machin's  Mills  for  e 
to  Connecticut.  It  was  obviously  cheaper  to  use  the  tokens  di 
(overstriking  them  with  Connecticut  dies)  than  to  go  througi 
trouble  of  melting  them  down,  annealing  and  rolling  the  ingot 
cutting  new  planchets  out.  (3)  The  New  Jerseys  that  come 
struck  on  other  coins  are  those  that  were  made  in  various  place; 
ing  the  "copper  panic,"  July  1789  to  May  1790  (after  which 
the  New  Jersey  legislature  declared  the  copper  coins  of  that  | 
no  longer  current)  . Though  the  evidence  is  too  long  and  comp 
marshal  here,  we  know  that  many  of  them  were  made  at  Elizc 
town,  N.  J.,  by  Matthias  Ogden  and  Gilbert  Rindell,  and  that  <1 
were  made  at  Machin's  Mill,  and  that  still  others  were  mQ( 
bungling  imitators.
